The Act of Emancipation. 


One of the daily papers, usually 


very accurate in ite statements, says: 
"On January 1, 1863, Mr. Lincoln 
issued his memorable proclamation, 
declaring the black race free." 


This error, says the New York 


Observer, has become so thoroughly 
ingrained in the public mind at htme 
and abroad, that it will not be erad- 
icated during this generation or the 
next The proclamation of Mr. Lin- 
coln did not profess to "declare the 
black race free." It proclaimed the 
freedom of slaves held in those states 
and parta of states in rebellion. But 
it specifically excepted the city ot 
New Orleans, and twelve parishes in 
Louisiana besides; it excepted the 
forty-eight counties known as West 
Virginia and seven counties of Vir- 
ginia; it did not include the slaves 
in Maryland, Kentucky, Tennessee 
and Missouri These excepted and 
non-included states and parts of 
states were not in rebellion, and to 
them the proclamation did not apply. 
On December 18,1865, the secretary 
of state made the official announce- 
ment that the thirteenth amendment 
to the constitution had been ratified 
by the three-fourth's vote of the 
states, and by that amendment slav- 
ery was abolished throughout the 
United States of America. There 
were at that tune 36 states in the 
Union, and 27, precisely three- 
fourths, ratified the amendment.

The Apportionment Question. 


State Senator Moffett and Representa- 


tive Rogers, who have been meeting and 
working with the congressional and sena- 
torial committees at Springfield all week, 
have arrived in the city, and will return 
to resume their labors on Monday. The 
joint Republican committees of the Sen- 
ate and House have finally agreed upon 
putting the following named counties hi 
the 14th congressional district: Macon, 
Logan, DeWitt, McLean, Piatt and 
Monltrie, which counties have a total 
population of 162,129 souls, about 8,000 
more than the required ratio. This new 
district will have a clean Republican ma- 
jority of 1500 votes over all opposition. 
The new 29th senatorial district agreed 
upon includes Macon and Logan coun- 
ties, with a total population of 55,712 
souls, and a Republican majority of 350 
overall opposition, though the Logan 
county leaders claim that they can whoop 
up a majority in that county for the Re- 
publican ticket.

The question will probably 
be finally settled by the general caucus 
on Wednesday next
